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School Enrollment Up,

Enrollment at Crawford AuSable schools 
increased instead of declined for the first 
year since 1976 and the high school is only 12 
students away from moving up from a class 
C toa class B school. 

GHS students numbered 587 on Sept. 14. 
The dividing line between class B and C is 
§98/599 students based on the traditional 
Fourth Friday enrollment count (Sept. 30 
this year). 

Overall in the district, the number of 
students increased to 1807, up from 1794 last 
year. The student count showed school pre- 
jections were only off by seven students. 
Superintendent Kent Reynolds said these 
were the same projections that predict next 
year’s kindergarten class will be the largest 
in the school system and will force another 
section to be added. He said estimates in- 
dicate enrollment will continue to grow for 
the next five years — forcing new sections to 
be added at each grade level as the big class 


moves upward and large classes continue to » 


enter the system. 

“Five years from now, we're going to be 
four or five classrooms short at the elemen- 
tary levei,’’ he said at the school board

meeting Monday night. ‘This is why we 
planned on including the fifth graders in the 
new middle school.” 

Currently three sections of Grayling fifth 
graders are bused to Frederic Elementary 
to prevent crowded classrooms in Grayling. 

In other school news, the board of educa- 
tion approved a survey of the 2009 voters in 
the Sept. 12 election to find out what issue 
the people might support.

After 
receiving the authority’s recommendation 
at their Sept. 13 meeting, the commissioners 
voted to have the prosecuting attorney look 
over a basic contract agreement similar to 
one used at Roscommon Co. airport. 

If the contract agreement appears sound, 
then they'll advertise and see what 
proposals they receive from individuals 
wanting to operate the airport.

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Proposed for Exchange

Nearly 6,500 acres of federal land in South 
Branch and Grayling townships are in- 
cluded in a proposed exchange of land het- 
ween the U.S. Forest Service and the state 
of Michigan. 

Dozens of tracts of federal land, ranging 
from a few acres to as large as 597 acres, 
will be switched over to the state and DNR 
management under the proposal. The trans- 
fer is part of a national program started by 
President Reagan to consolidate federal 
lands. 

The federal government would not receive 
any land in Crawford County under the 
statewide land exchange proposal. Three 
years ago the federal government trans- 
ferred 3,885 acres in the same area to the 
DNR as the initial step in consolidating the 
Huron-Manistee National Forest. The U.S. 


Forest Service wants to keep a large block 
of the Huron-Manistee Forest in Crawford 
and Oscoda counties and give away the trac- 
ts outside the main block of forest, 

Included in the proposed exchange is the 
popular Kneff Lake campground. Manage- 
ment of the area would change from the U.S. 
Forest Service to be DNR under the 
proposal. 

The land exchange program is attempting 
to consolidate forest areas under one contro! 
to provide better management, 

If the federal lands are transferred to the 
state, the county would receive $1.50 an acre 
in tax monies from the state instead of 75 
cents an acre from the federal government. 

Most of the land in the proposal is located 
south of M-72, east of Staley Lake Rd., west 
of Chase Bridge Rd., and north of the 
AuSable S. Branch. 


Canoers Handie Long 
Portages, Hot Sun 
On 3834e-Mile Journey

After a six-mule portage along M-72 west 
of Grayling carrying an 80-pound canoe, it 
was all downhill - and downstream - for 
Harvey Van Patten, 39, and Tresa Bucher, 
2%, on their 3,342-mile journey from Three 
Forks, Montana, to East Tawas, Michigan. 

The six-mile hike with their canoe on their 
shoulders Monday, Sept. 12, may have been 
their longest portage, but it wasn’t their 
most difficult. Because their Grayling por- 
tage was along a highway and there was a 
group of well-wishers, a television crew, and 
chamber of commerce officials on hand, the 
durable duo allowed Bucher’s cousin to 
transport 30 pounds of gear in his truck. At 
their other 23 portages - some as long as 
three and a half miles - Van Patten and 
Bucher had to carry everything. 


“We called them hopscotch portages,”’ 
Bucher said. “We would carry the canoe as 
far as we could see the gear then we would 
go back and carry the gear ahead of the 
canoe. So a three-mile portage would ac- 
tually mean nine miles of walking,’’ she 
said. 

Why the 118-day trip across the midwest? 

“It was well worth it,” Van Patten said, 
“for the things we learned about the rivers, 
the land, and ourselves.” 


* 
Te et eeeren etn rat The two Oregon residents mainly followed 


the route taken by Lewis and Clark on the 
western portion of their trip. In Michigan 
they wanted to follow an Indian route across 
the state but were warned against log jams 
and low water. They paddled upstream 200 
miles on the Manistee and wanted to take 
Portage Creek to Lake Margrethe and then 
make a mile and a half portage to the 
AuSable. But local residents told them that 
Portage Creek was not navigable. 

So they would up carrying their 8-pound 
canoe along M-72 from Ray’s on the 
Manistee to the AuSable at the M-72 Bridge. 
They paddled through the still waters from 
the bridge to the courthouse and portaged 
again tothe mainstream. 


Van Patten said the trip up the Manistee 
was more beautiful than paddling along 
Lake Michigan. Bucher said she learned 
more about water and currents paddling 200 
miles upstream on the Manistee than she 
did in 2000 miles of canoeing downstream. 

They estimated with their weight, their 
dog Josephine, gear, and canoe, they were 
pulling more than 600 pounds upstream. 

Besides battling the current, they also had 
major skirmishes with a summer sun that 
scorched them at 105 degrees near Kansas. 

Despite the hardships, during his 
Grayling portage Van Patten said it was ex- 
citing and ad to be near the end of the trip.

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The chair of the State Officers 
‘Compensation Commission has 


recommended the panel be given full 
authority, without any legislative 
review, to annually set pay and 
other compensation levels for elect- 
ed officials. 

Former Michigan State Univer- 
sity President Edgar Harden made 
the proposal at a hearing by the 
House Appropriations Committee 
on a bill to extend the time the 
Legislature has to reject com- 
mission set pay levels. 

Harden’s proposed amendment 
would expand the commission’s 
authority to include compensation 
for the attorney general and 
secretary of state, whose pay is now 
set by the Legislature, provide for 
the commission to meet annually 
rather than once every two years 
and give it authority to determine 


not just salary and expense levels, - 


but direct and indirect compensa- 
tion and fringe benefits as well. 

The Legislature now sets its own 
retirement and health care plans. 

Harden told the committee the 
pending legislation to extend con- 
sideration time treats the symptom 
and not the cause of the regular pay 


issue debates ‘‘by facing up to the - 


real issue, we ought to put this all in 
the hands of the Legislature or with 
the State Officers Compensation 
Commission. As it is, we are all 
losers, ‘‘Harden said. 

The proposal was welcomed by 
many members of the committee, 
including Rep. Thomas Mathieu (D- 
Grand Rapids) who said the dual 
authority under the current system 
of authorizing the Legislature to 
reject commission determinations 
“leads to all kinds of mischief” by 
legislators trying to get political 
mileage out of opposing pay raises. 

The meeting was marked by 
several sharp exchanges between 
Democratic committee members 
and Republican proponents of the

tee Chair Rep. Dominic Jacobetti 
(D-Negaunee) to Sen. Harmon Crop- 
sey (R-Decatur) that he was illegally 
trying to amend the constitution by 
a bill. 

“The constitution says the Legis- 
lature must reject the recommenda- 
tions by February 1. It is very 
specific on that,’’ he said. 

Actually, the constitution only 
authorizes the Legislature to reject 
the recommendations, while a state 
law, which the bill would amend, 
sets the February 1 deadline for 
taking the action. 

The bill would extend that dead- 
line, which critics say does not give 
legislators time enough in the new 
organizing session to consider the 
matter, to 90 days after submission 
of the executive budget.

STATE GOVERNMENT POSTS 


Corporate executives will soon 
start appearing within state govern- 
ment to lend their expertise in 
streamlining government and aid in 
opening new markets, 

Seven corporate executives, part 
of Governor James Blanchard’s so- 
called executive corps, are on leave 
from their corporations to work in 
state government on high-priority 
projects related to the state 
economy, assisting state officials in 
analyzing and developing policy ini- 
tiatives. 

The state will retain the services 
of the executives for $1 per year, but 
individual participating companies 
will continue to pay the salaries of 
the executives. 

Blanchard said the Executive 
Corps is an example of the kind of 
cooperation that can take place bet- 
ween business and government. He 
said the program will serve to close 
the gap between business and 
government.

SYNOPSIS 
August 25th — Regular Meeting 

The August 26th, 1983 Meeting of the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners came to order at 9:30 a.m. with all 
commissioners present but Miller. Miller attended the entire af- 
ternoon session, and Commissioners Toyce and Harland were ex- 
cused at 4:00 p.m. and 4:45 p.m. respectively. Fifteen visitors 
were present at various times, The minutes of August Sth, 1983 
were accepted as presented, and twenty four pieces of corres- 
pondence were reviewed and placed on file. Among these was 
notification from the County Labor Consultant of an increase in 
fees, which was tabled for further review; and a letter from 
Congressman Albosta regarding the County’s opposition to the 
IMF Supplementary Appropriation Bill. Review of the latter 
was followed by adoption of a Resolution reaffirming the 
Board’s opposition to the IMF Appropriation. 

IN MATTERS RELATED TO FINANCE, the Board: 

* authorized payment of $142.68 in expense reimbursements 
to two employees, and a $24.75 bill for registration fees for a 
meeting of the Municipal Employees Retirement System. 

® reviewed and discussed with the Treasurer a projected 
deficit in the 1983 budget estimated at $44,325.00, 

* approved transfers of $25 thousand to the Probate Court 
Child Care Fund, $56 thousand to the Public Transit Fund and 
$39 thousand to the Commission on Aging Fund. 

* authorized payment of $3,575.00 to Grayling Insurance for 
renewal of Airport liability insurance. 

* scheduled a Sept. 6th meeting with Department Heads to 
discuss adjustments to the 1983 budget. 

* abolished the five-member Statutory Finance Committee, 
and reinstated the three-member advisory Finance Committee 
with its original membership. 

* COMMITTEE REPORTS INCLUDED: 

BUILDING AND PERSONNEL: Several requests for in- 
creased wages, fringe benefits and job re-classifications were 
reported from committee, After much discussion, the Board: 

* upgraded a District Court position from an 02 to an 03, for 
an hourly wage increase of thirteen cents. 

* increased the hourly wage of the District Court 01 position 
by fifteen cents. 

e denied the request of one union employee for either a raise 
or job reclassification on the grounds that such consideration 
was deemed contrary to accepted bargaining procedures. 

* denied a request for a wage increase or salary status for 
the Probate Court secretary due to lack of requested budget in- 
formation from the department. 

* tabled a motion to freeze all job classifications. 

ADDRESSING THE BOARD BY APPOINTMENT 
WERE: 

SHERIFF WHITE, who notified the Board that no bids 
were received on the 1979 Buick, and distributed the July Ac- 
tivities Report. 

JOHN HALLER, a potential Airport contractor, who pre- 
sented a written comparison of 1982 Airport expenses under 
County operation, with what he estimated costs could have been 
under a contractural arrangement. Haller indicated his proposal 
would include a fixed base operation, with equipment, main- 
tenance and liability insurance remaining County or Transpor- 
tation Authority responsibilties. Gas purchase and busineas in- 
surance would be the operator-manager’s obligation. Also 
discussed were recent cuts in hours of operation, and the present 
lease provisions which prohibit the assessing of landing fees. 
Board consensus was to request the Transportation Authority 
to consider contracting Airport operation, and to advise the 
Board of their recommendation. 

KENT REYNOLDS, Superintendent of Crawford AuSable 
Schools, who presented information relative to the middle school 
bonding proposal set for election Sept. 12th. A brochure was 
distributed, and Reynolds responded to numerous questions 
concerning the issue. 

Anton Colasacco, Director of North Central Mental Health 
Services, who presented an in-depth comparison of costs and 
revenues from FY 82-83 to FY 83-84. Consensus of the Board 
was to support the base program, and maintain the current fun- 
ding level. 

PROSECUTOR JOHN HUSS, who reviewed a legal matter 
with commissioners in executive session, after which the Board 
agreed to pay $1,500.00 and an additional $610.78 to Xerox Cor- 
poration in full settlement of a contract dispute. The figures 
represent monies needed to dissolve a lease agreement, and pay- 
ments due on a service contract. 

EQUALIZATION DIRECTOR LARRY HUNTER, who 
requested that consideration by given to transferring the Under- 
sheriff's Nova to Equalization. The 1978 Suburban presently 
used by that department could then be sold, and the monies used 
to recondition one of the old patrol cars for the Undersheriff's 
use. The Board moved to advertise the Suburban for a minimum 
bid of $600.00; with bids to be received by Sept. 12th, and 
opened Sept. 13th. Hunter also presented a map outlining lands 
which the U.S. Forest Service is proposing to exchange with the 
DNR. No problems are anticipated in the exchange. 

IN OTHER BUSINESS, the Board: 

* tabled a motion to employ John Haller as temporary assis- 
tant manager of the Grayling McNamara Airport. 

® extended the employment of Wayde Russell at the Airport 
for a period not to exceed six weeks from Sept. 1, 1983. 

® tabled the issue of including the ski park under the County 
Self Insurance Program pending receipt of further information.
